By a vote of 3 to 2, City 
Council passed an ordinance to 
annex the Parkside subdivision. 
Parkside consists of 31 free- 
standing homes located off Good 
Luck Road in a “notch” in the 
southern edge of Greenbelt. The 
Park, but not the subdivision, is 
within the corporate limits of 
Greenbelt, and Parkside 
homeowners had petitioned to be 
annexed by the city.

In voting against annexation, 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
cited the close-knit character of 
Greenbelt, which would now have 
a neighborhood separated by a 
significant distance from the core. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
said there was a lack of sufficient 
information. on true costs to the 
city to make a proper judgment 
on annexation. Roberts, in voting 
against, said “I’m not happy that 
this has been made a personality 
issue. I approached this on a

Weekly Report 

Police Chief Jim Craze talked 
to council about newly formu- 
lated guidelines for completing 
the weekly activity report of the 
Police Department. As back- 
ground, he said the weekly report 
was started before his time in the 
department as a way to let crime- 
watch groups know what was go- 
ing on in their neighborhoods. It 
was soon recognized to be a 
valuable tool to get police infor- 
mation to City Council and the 
media. 

The guidelines state that all 
crimes, especially if an arrest is 
made, and incidents (both crimi- 
nal and non-criminal) of a nature 
that might attract media attention, 
are normally included in the re- 
port. Exceptions are: when the 
information may jeopardize an 
investigation or endanger a vic- 
tim, witness or defendant, or 
cause embarrassment to a victim; 
suicides or attempted suicides; 
domestic assaults where no arrest 
is made on the scene; allegations 
of child abuse unless an arrest is 
made and the identity of the vic- 
tim cannot be ascertained from 
the report; non-criminal inci- 
dents, such as emergency psy- 
chiatric evaluations, runaway ju- 
veniles and traffic accidents, un- 
less a fatality occurs; traffic of- 
fenses, including DWI arrests,

Opponents Seek Broader 
Vote on Annexing Parkside

Greenbelt residents are circu- 
lating a petition calling for a ref- 
erendum vote on the Greenbelt 
City Council’s split decision to 
annex the Parkside subdivision of 
31 homes off Good Luck Road 
and bounded on three sides by 
Greenbelt Park. An organiza- 
tional coordination meeting for 
the petition drive was called for 
Sunday, October 4, by annexation 
opponent Doug Love, through an 
advertisement in this paper. Ac- 
cording to a press release from 
Vail Mueller, 17 people attended 
that meeting. Fifteen had at- 
tended an earlier meeting two 
days prior. 

The petitioners cited two rea- 
sons for having a referendum: 
the city council acted too hastily 
in reaching its decision two and a 
half weeks after a public hearing 
was held and the issues were 
“too complex and poorly under- 
stood” for a decision to be 
reached at this time. The release 
quotes Love as saying that the 
petition circulators will have their 
work cut out for them as they 
seek to obtain the signatures of 
2,200 registered voters by No- 
vember 12. The press release 
claims that 265 signatures were 
obtained in the first few days. 

Requirements

tion drive to be successful. The 
exact number is uncertain be- 
cause new registrations were be- 
ing actively sought before this 
November’s election and the 
close of the registration books for 
the election did not take place 
until October 4. Moran expects 
to get the final count of regis- 
trants within a week. As of Sep- 
tember 30, there were 9,876 reg- 
istered voters in Greenbelt. 

According to the annexation 
laws, the city council’s decision 
to annex becomes effective not 
less than 45 days after the 
council’s action unless it is peti- 
tioned to referendum. There are 
three groups who can make a pe- 
tition—the residents of the area 
to be annexed, the residents of 
the city doing the annexation and 
the county council. To be suc- 
cessful, a petition must be signed 
by at least 20 percent of the reg- 
istered voters within an area, or 
by two-thirds of the members of 
the county council. While peti- 
tions could be received and votes 
held in both the city and the area 
to be annexed, it is only within 
the city that petition drive efforts 
are known to be taking place. 

If Petition Succeeds ... 

If a petition is successfully 
filed, the city’s chief executive or 
administrative officer would then 
be required to suspend the annex- 
ation resolution from taking ef- 
fect until a referendum was held. 
It is expected that in Greenbelt’s

The application and related 
information are on file at the 
Nontidal Wetlands and Water- 
ways Division (NWWD) of 
WMA at 2500 Broening High- 
way, Balumore, MD 21224.

First, three of the five City 
Councilmembers, elected by 
citizens of Greenbelt voted 
“yes” to the annexation of 
Parkside. Secondly, a letter 
from Michael P. McLaughlin, 
city manager, dated June 18, 
states “there would be little or 
no impact on the city services 
as a result of this annexation. 
Given the small size of the de- 
velopment (31 homes), there is 
no justification for adding addi- 
tional police officers or other 
city employees or facilities as a 
result of this annexation.” The 
two services questioned most 
often are police and snow re- 
moval. The Greenbelt police 
have an established patrol route 
including Kenilworth Avenue to 
Good Luck Road where they 
turn around. However, Bill and 
I have seen Greenbelt police in 
Parkside. From Kenilworth Av- 
enue to Parkside is a half mile.

The snow removal service is 
the other service which 
Parkside would impact, but this 
service 1s not needed every 
year.

Greenbelt has the best snow re- 
moval service in the area, so 
being last on their list could 
put us days before the county. 

As for fire and rescue ser- 
vices, trash removal, recycling, 
care of common grounds, care 
of the stormwater pond, water 
and sewage treatment services, 
Parkside will have no impact 
on Greenbelt.

To Greenbelt City Council: 

Both my wife and I were dis- 
mayed to learn of the City 
Council’s approval of the annex- 
ation of Parkside into the City of 
Greenbelt. Council members 
were elected to represent the in- 
terests of the citizens of 
Greenbelt, not the residents of 
Parkside. As a result of your 
vote, we will now receive diluted 
city services without any reduc- 
tion in taxes. In particular, police 
patrol coverage will be reduced. 
While this is great for the resi- 
dents of Parkside, it is distressing 
to us. The council ignored the 
opinions of a majority of 
Greenbelt citizens and placed the 
welfare of nonresidents ahead of 
residents. 

While we empathize with 
Parkside purchasers over the 
claimed misrepresentation by the 
developer that the subdivision was 
within Greenbelt city limits, 
Parkside homeowners should seek 
redress through a civil lawsuit 
against the builder, not by asking 
the city and its residents to correct 
the matter. Furthermore, the 
boundary of Parkside is contiguous 
with the City of Riverdale Park, 
which could provide police and 
other city services much more ef- 
ficiently than could Greenbelt. 

Years ago, the city annexed 
the area now know as Greenbelt 
East. This was done not as a 
benefit to the residents east of the 
B-W Parkway, but as a benefit to 
the then already existing citizens 
of the city by controlling new 
development. More recently, the 


Council unsuccessfully opposed 


development of Parkside. This 
was done as representing the best 
interests of the current residents 
of the city.

of Kathe Kollwitz, Judaism, and 
Jewish history, but Kliman’s 
work transcends the specifics of 
its origin. Ultimately his works 
are an exploration of universal 
human spirituality. 

The title “lamentations” is too 
narrow. There is lamentation, to 
be sure, but there are many other 
things. The figures in lamenta- 
tion are the most predictable in 
the collection. Some of the 
works are mysterious. Some of 
the figures are asleep or waiting. 
Some dance. Some are in agony. 
One seems to ascend in glory 
and exultation. 

There is enough mystery in 
Kliman’s work to intrigue any- 
one, but the ultimate meaning re- 
mains elusive. It’s worth a trip 
to this excellent exhibit by a 
Greenbelt artist.

GHI to Renovate Corporate Offices

At the Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
(GHI) board meeting held Octo- 
ber 1, they discussed renovations, 
heating options, and salary in- 
creases. 

Renovations 

The GHI administrative build- 
ing is in need of extensive re- 
pairs, which will take several 
years to complete. A new heat- 
ing, ventilation and air condition- 
ing system is needed because 
there are air quality problems in 
the building. Additional space is 
needed for record storage. 

Eldon Ralph, director of GHI 
physical plant operations proposed 
that the board approve $10,000 to 
commission an architect now to 
prepare plans with a view to start- 
ing the work in 2000. 

The board passed the request 
for first reading. 

Heating Options 

The board discussed a number 
of possibilities for heating op- 
tions without taking any action. 
The prime consideration is what 
gas heat would cost. GHI engi- 
neer Jay Freedman said the 
Washington Gas Company would 
probably require at least 600 
members to sign up, but gas 
would be available to all. Presi- 
dent Keith Jahoda said there 
would be an eight year payback 
on the conversion to gas, but 
there are other options. Freed- 
man said that on a large project 
like this, everything is negotiable. 
This issue will require further 
study. 

Salary Increases 

There was some discussion as 
to how the 4.2% salary increase 
would be allocated. General 
Manager Gretchen Overdurff ex- 
plained that increases will not be 
given across -the board. Salary 
increases are based on merit and 
performance. Some staff may not 
get any salary increase, others 


may get more than the 4.2%. 
Complaints 

Two GHI members com- 
plained of vandalism, hate lan- 
guage, vulgar language and mu- 
sic, noise, and loitering. The 
members requested anonymity, 
fearing reprisals. President 
Jahoda agreed to look into the 
matter and to keep it as confi- 
dential as possible. 

Unit Conversion 

The board attempted to re- 
solve the issue of the member 
who wishes to combine two units 
into one at 4E and 4F Plateau 
Place. Jahoda offered three pos- 
sible motions. The board ap- 
proved the one which has a small 
impact on other members as the 
co-op costs will be divided 
among 991 frame units, one less 
than the current total of 992. 
The motion was not the one pre- 
ferred by the member, who 
agreed to consider whether to ac- 
cept the board’s offer.

unless involved in a fatal acci- 
dent, or if the person is also 
charged with another criminal 
violation; shoplifting, unless the 
suspect is charged with another 
criminal offense, such as assault, 


resisting arrest or possession of — 


controlled dangerous substances. 
Generally, the names of all adults 
and juveniles charged as adults 
will be included unless it may 
jeopardize an investigation or put 
the defendant at risk of serious 
bodily harm or death. The 
names of juveniles charged as ju- 
veniles are not to be released ex- 
cept by court order. 

Turnbull asked why DWI 
(driving while intoxicated) viola- 
tions are not included in the re- 
port. Craze replied that it was a 
policy decision that could be 
changed if council so wished. 

Roberts asked how other mu- 
nicipalities reported their crimes; 
that it seems like they are hiding 
something. In The Washington 
Post and other publications, 
Greenbelt has a long list of 1nci- 
dents and other localities just 
have a few. Craze said that 
Greenbelt is the only city in the 
state, perhaps the nation, that has 
this type of report. Other mu- 
nicipalities report individual inci- 
dents as news releases or wait 
for the media to inquire. This 
may have the effect of making 
Greenbelt look like a hotbed of 
crime. But the citizens of 
Greenbelt have a need and a 
right to know. Council members 
are agreed that the information is 
vital to Greenbelt but have mis- 
givings about distributing it to 
outside media. 

News Review Position 

James Giese, president, 
Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing 
Association, Inc. (The News Re- 
view) told the council that as a 
matter of policy the News Re- 
view reports only what happens 
in the community that affects the 
community. For instance, traffic 
violations on the major arteries, 
not involving Greenbelt citizens, 
would not be reported. What is 
seen in the News Review is ab- 
breviated from the full police re- 
port. 

Other Actions 

An ordinance to authorize the 
City of Greenbelt to contract 
with Crestar to borrow no more 
than $225,000 for the purpose of 
acquiring a new computer system 
for the Finance Department was 
introduced. 

Council unanimously approved 
the purchase of Pentamation fi- 
nancial software and the neces- 
sary hardware to process the fi- 
nancial transactions of the city.

tem and a consultant to develop a 
master plan should not exceed 
$225,000. 

Council unanimously autho- 
rized the city manager to enter 
into a one-year contract with 
Fleetpro to provide vehicle pre- 
ventive maintenance. The cities 
of Bowie and New Carrollton use 
Fleetpro and recommend it. The 
estimated first year cost Is 
$59,731, 70 to 80 percent of 
which will occur this fiscal year.

case, this action would be taken 
by Mayor Judith Davis. The 
state law also requires the chief 
executive or administrative of- 
ficer to set a date for the referen- 
dum. How Greenbelt will handle 
this remains to be seen, but it is 
expected that the city council 
will set the date. 

Moran believes that the coun- 
cil will have the choice of either 
calling for a special election for 
the referendum or including the 
referendum as a part of the next 
city regular election scheduled 
for November, 1999. However, 
he is still attempting to clarify 
the matter. 

The state law does not set a 
time for holding the referendum. 
It does require that two legal ad- 
vertisements giving notice of the 
referendum must be published at 
weekly intervals before the elec- 
tion. Once the ads are run, the 
referendum must be held not less 
than 15 nor more than 90 days 
thereafter. 

Assuming that only one peti- 
tion is filed, the annexation issue 
will be resolved by the count of 
the voters. If a majority of the 
voters favor the annexation, 
Parkside will be annexed. If the 
majority opposes the annexation, 
Parkside will not. If both the 
city and Parkside residents peti- 
tioned for a referendum, then fa- 
vorable votes from both areas 
would be required for the annex- 
ation to be approved. 





Other Action 

One quirk in the annexation 
law is that there seems to be no 
provision for preventing the resi- 
dents of Parkside from 
repetitioning for annexation, 
should this effort fail. If they 
chose to do so, the city would be 
obligated to go through the entire 
process again. However, a nega- 
tive vote of the electorate would 
most probably put a chill on any 
new efforts, and a favorable vote 
would, of course, eliminate the 
need for any other efforts. 

Nor does there appear to be 
any other recourse for the oppo- 
nents of annexation than to seek 
a referendum. In a memo dated 
September 24 to City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin, City At- 
torney Robert A. Manzi has ad- 
vised that the power to annex or 
not annex 1S permissive, that is 
the city can annex or not, as it 
chooses, and the decision is not 
subject to appeal to any higher 
court. Only if there were glaring 
procedural errors in the annex- 
ation or referendum process 
might there be an avenue for le- 
gal recourse.
